I liked the story of thf Irishman, 
shipwrecked off a foreign coast.

We must have a government 
and we must ffnve law and order. 
But government are cumposcd of 
men and women Uoo few women) 
no better than you or 1.

They can make very grave mis¬ 
takes. They need'watching. 

Governments are dangerous 
when we let them grab too much 
power. They can use this power to 
get re-elected, and that is a rather 
strong temptation often yielded to. 

I often wish governments would 
gtu back to governing, and get out 
of all the other things they've 
stuck their- noses in. I've never 
known them to succeed in' any 
business, unless they had an iron¬ 
clad monopoly and most of us 
uon’t care much for monopolies, 
government or private. I wish 
they’d stop trying to care for the 
social welfare of those of us Who 
nre capable of caring for our own 
— and if they must engage in wel¬ 
fare, let them concentrate on the 
minority who need help, instead of 
the majority who have votes. 

1 know a woman who has been 
a great believer in the benevo¬ 
lence of our government for years 
The other day she had to cash one 
of the few Mtmaitiing $1000 govern¬ 
ment bonds her husband had left 
to her. She got quite a shock when 
she found out that she could only 
get something like $880 for it. She 
wishes her husband had put his 
money in the common stocks of 
some good private industry. She's 
not so fond of governments today. 

The best government is the least 
government. I’d like to see taxes 
cut in half and government enter¬ 
prises cut in half. I'd like to see 
governments give up the notion of 
handling our cultural lives — be¬ 
cause I’ve seldom met a truly cuL 
tured politician, though I’ve met a 
iot of them. 

I venture to say that the first 
government to give up some of its 
powers and restore those powers to 
society would win overwhelming 
support from a public which has 
at last discovert that the govern¬ 
ment really hasn’t a single free 
service to anybody — we ■ pay 
through the nose for all of it. Our 
eyes have been opened at last!
